Are we to approve 01 the prac- 


tice of extracting proht from 
the 


bodies of little children? Is it trr.e 
nanhood or womanhood within us 
that blinds our eyes and conscience to 
this evil and makes no protest, no 
effort to efface it? 


She compared to the condition of 
hildren we know, living in healthy, 
happy homes, that ot those un- 
fortunates who, at an early age, are 
:ompelled to work for their living. 
In a great majority of cases this work: 
of the children is entirely unneces- 
sary, and irequently the parents are 
found in idleness, living upon the 
earnings of their children. 


In detail Miss Williams 
described 


he conditions under which children 
labor in the glass factories of the 
North, in cotton mills of the South, 
and in the mines of Pennsylvania. 
Fortunately Ohio is more progressive 
in these matters, and thus these evils 
are not brought so closely home to 
us. The effect of this evil upon the 
moral natures of the 
children 
was 


traced and the result that must come 
to our land shown. She closed with 
an expressed hope that the future may 
bring a better chance for the youtn, 
and a better development of charac- 
ter in American citizenship.

City to Be Executed—To Stop Cock- 
fighting—Erection 
of Monument 
to 


Spanish General. 
Havana is to be put In proper hy- 


gienic condition before the provisional

ed States is temporarily administering 
the affairs of the republic of Cuba, is 
replaced by a Cuban and wholly inde- 
pendent administration, says a Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Post. To this course the Washington 
government is irrevocably committed. 
The first step in that direction will be 
the paving and sewering of the Cuban 
capital. Since his return from Havana 
Secretary Tnft has held several confer- 
ences with the attorneys of a construc- 
tion company in the effort to settle the 
long pending questions growing out of 
the company's contract for doing this 
work. As a result of these conferences 
representatives of the company have 
gone to Havana to take up with Pro- 
visional Governor Magoon and Colonel 
Black, the officer in charge of public 
works, the details of the contract, 
which may require modification because 
of the long delay in its execution. 


Objection has been raised by the peo- 


ple of Havana in the past to the carry- 
ing out of this or any other contract 
for the paving and sewering of theii 
capital on the general ground that the 
work was extravagant and unneces- 
sary. When the contract was let, this 
was the objection they offered, and 
they do not appear to have changed 
their point of view since that time. 


Another reason advanced in opposi- 


tion to this hygienic measure in the 
last few years Is that the city of Ha- 
vana is not financially in a condition 
to shoulder the burden of this project, 
and yet the finances of the city are 
certainly not less able to stand the 
strain today than they were when the 
contract was let 
Furthermore, the 


Cuban treasury is in excellent condi- 
tion, and it has always been under- 
stood that assistance could be expect- 
ed from this source in defraying the 
cost of the work. It is estimated that 
about five years will be required foi 
the execution of the present contract 
and all payments which fall due in 
the next two years or more could cer- 
tainly be paid. 


Exactly how the work is to be financ- 


ed is a question yet to be settled. Oni 
way out of the difficulty would be foi 
the island government to advance the 
funds necessary to supplement those 
obtained by means of taxation In 'the 
city. The Issuance of city bonds has 
been suggested, but the plan may 
prove impracticable. 
It Is unlikely 


that the beginning of the work will be 
delayed until the details of the finan- 
cial questions involved are worked out 


Cockfightiug will not be permittee 


In Cuba under the .American regime. 
This has proved a troublesome ques 
tion to decide, because It involved a 
great popular movement which was hi 
favor of leaving the regulation or sup 
pression of the sport to the towns ol 
the island. 
This is the Philippine 


method of dealing with the subject, 
and it was supposed that Secretary 
Taft would favor the same method ol 
control iu Cuba that he adopted in the 
Philippines while he was civil govern- 
or. Had the question of cockfighting 
been a new one, and had it been per- 
mitted by law at the time the pro- 
visional government was established 
last fall, it is certain that Secretarj 
Taft would have taken the positiou 
expected and would have directed thai 
this matter be left to the towns tc 
regulate or suppress, as they saw fit 
This "local option" solution of the 
problem would doubtless have provec 
popular among the Cubans. 


Instead of being a new question, the 


provisional government 
found thai 


throughout the four years' life of the 
republic the congress had never repeal- 
ed the military order issued by Gen 
eral Wood as military governor which 
forbade cockfighting throughout the is- 
land. As soon as Secretary Taft was 
made aware of the history of this mat 
ter he determined to maintain the stat- 
us quo. 
He refused to discuss the 


question 
whether cockfighting was 


more cruel than other pastimes whict 
prevail in Anglo-Saxon countries. Sucfc 
a discussion was not necessary to his 
decision. The position of the Wash 
ington government as defined by the 
secretary was that a provisional gov 
ernment could hardly be justified ic 
changing the existing laws prohibiting 
cockfighting when the republic of Cuba 
had refused to make such a change. 


When the question was recently pre- 


sented to Secretary Taft whether the 
United States would consent to the 
erection of a monument to the mem- 
ory of one of the distinguished Span- 
ish generals who served in Cuba whom 
the Spaniards of the island desired to 
honor be promptly cabled Governor 
Magoon that the American government, 
against whom the general fought, cer- 
tainly had no objection to the erection 
of a monument to his memory, and he 
expressed the belief that the "high 
courtesy" of the Cuban people would 
lead them heartily to acquiesce in and 
approve the provisional government's 
course in granting the necessary per- 
mission. The consent of the authori- 
ties to the erection of the memorial 
has probably done more than any oth- 
er one thing*to wih the sympathy of 
the Spaniards in the island for the 
aims of the provisional government. 
Although Havana is the Cuban capital, 
its population includes 19,000 Span- 
iards and only about 17,000 Cuban*

The Key to the Situation 


Character Study of the Three Defend- 


ants on Trial at Boise, Ida. 


Of the three ollicials of the AVestera 


Federation of Miners now on trial at 
Boise, Ida., for their lives on the charge 
of having conspired to cause the mur- 
der of ex-Governor Frank Steuueuberg 
of Idaho, AV. D. Haywood, secretary 
and treasurer of the miners' organiza- 
tion, makes the best impression on first 
acquaintance, says Oscar King Davis, 
the Boise correspondent of the New 
York Times. He is a big, sturdy fellow, 
with a square head and solid jaw. He 
has lost the sight of his right eye and 
has developed a curious trick of turn- 
ing bis face away as If to conceal his 
misfortune and rolling his left eye 
around to keep track of what is going 
on. It gives him a queer, unnaturally

with his straightforward manner when 
personally addressed. 


Haywood is a Socialist and an ideal- 


ist. He is fond of reading and devotes 
much of his time to it, making it both 
recreation and study. His friends say 
that although he is deeply concerned in 
making the most vigorous fight possi- 
ble to escape conviction, he has not 
lost sight of the fact that the death 
penalty in this case would make him a 
martyr of organized labor. 


But Charles H. Moyer, president of 


the federation, and George A. Petti- 
bone Cud no such compensation in their 
situation. 
They are both more prac- 


tical men, desperately intent on mak- 
ing a winning defense. Moyer was the 
brains of the AVestern Federation of 
Miners and its chief organizer. 
He is 


of the labor leader type and always ex- 
tremely popular with the regular labor 
union, man. He makes a fiery speech 
and carries his audience with him. lie 
has the reputation of being the best 
man on his feet in the ranks of organ- 
ized labor today. Pettibone in appear- 
ance fits the description reported to 
have been given of him by Harry Or- 
chard. He is a slight man, below the 
average height, with a weak chin and 
the good natured grin that goes with it. 


When I saw the three defendants in 


the county jail the other day Haywood 
had just come down from the court- 
room, where he had listened to the ad- 
verse ruling of Judge Fremont AA'ood. 
In court he was very nervous and had 
difficulty in maintaining an outward 
show of composure. He seldom faced 
the judge, but continually" rolled his 
left eye toward the bench, while seem- 
ing to look the other way. But in his 
cell he is a different man. 
He had 


nothing to say about his case of course, 
but manifested a lively interest in what 
was going on outside and particularly 
In.the effect of the "undesirable citi- 
zen" expression of the president.

Some idea of the magnitude of Bii 


mingham's present burden may b 
gained from the growth of its debt 
"\Yheu Chamberlain began in the earlj 
seventies the city owed in round nurn 
bers $4,000,000. Its present debt, afte 
thirty odd years of municipal owner 
-ship, according to the latest availabl 
figures, is more than §75,000,000, o 
almost nineteen times as much, an 
it is still rising. This is the greates 
Increase of debt reported In the sam 
time by any city in the world, and i 
has been accompanied by a correspond 
ing increase in the rate of local taxa 
tlon Instead of a reduction, as wouk 
have been the result if the industries 
were really profitable. 


It has been the cry of many munic 


ipal ownership advocates that the util 
ities owned and operated by the cities 
would in time make such large profits 
that they would wipe out practically 
all municipal debt. The fact that it 
has increased instead of decreased in 
all cities introducing municipal owner 
ship, in Birmingham more than in any 
other, is responsible for the presem 
hostile attitude of the majority of the 
British voters to a continuance of M 
O. policy. 


Joseph Chamberlain has been one of 


the strongest men in British public life 
for nearly forty years, and his influ- 
ence has been for good in some direc- 
tions, but he is unquestionably respon- 
sible for the terrific burden of local 
taxes and debt under which his coun- 
try , is now. groaning, as well as .for 
England's lack of electrical develop- 
ment, both as to lighting and trolleys, 
in comparison with almost every other 
country. 


He began preparing for his munici- 


pal ownership campaign in 1S70, five 
years before he was elected mayor, and 
made it the stepping stone for his re- 
markable career in British national pol- 
itics. Pie found it a particularly po- 
tent help in building up a local ma- 
chine whose grip upon Birmingham has 
been and is today stronger than Tam- 
many's on New York or the celebrated 
"organization" on Philadelphia. 


Chamberlain's first step was to get 


himself elected to the citj* council. He 
was building up the machine screw 
business at the time. As it developed 
it gradually swallowed up all compet- 
itors until its employees numbered 
more than any other class of employees 
there. They lived In every section of 
the city, and they all voted as Cham- 
berlain directed. Then he enlisted in 
the municipal ownership cause four or 
five of the strongest nonconformist 
ministers in Birmingham. Practically 
all of those who sat under the preach- 
ing of these ministers also voted as 
Chamberlain directed. 


By the time he was chosen mayor in 


1S75 the council was strongly in the 
majority for municipal ownership or 
auything else that Chamberlain de- 
sired. In the first year of his adminis- 
tration the waterworks were taken 
over. The gas works followed a year 
later, and the third year municipal 
"housing of the working classes" was 
beguu. 


The number of city employees was 


enormously increased by these addi- 
tions to the city's activities, and of 
course they all voted as Chamberlain 
directed. 
This made it possible for 


him to go to parliament as a Liberal 
at the expiration of his mayoralty term 
and to elect the other two members to 
which the city was entitled, John 
Bright and the Hon. Mr. Dixon. 


These three men studied the political 


situation in Birmingham as it was 
never studied before in any British 
city. 
They saw to it that 1he army 


of city employees was so distributed 


Derlala controlled Birmingham's 
llamentajy delegation absolutely, and 
when he turned Liberal Unionist he 
was able to take the vote of the entire 
city with him. The power of his local 
machine was amazingly greater than 
that of any other similar political or- 
ganization in all history- 


Birmingham's 
municipal enterprise 


pleased the people until the plants be- 
gan to wear out. Till then it appeared 
that they really did turn in large 
sums "for the relief of the rates," but 
the renewals of the plants, particular- 
ly the waterworks, cost enormous 
sums, and the result, in the shape of 
the city's present enormous debt, is 
now causing consternation among the 
taxpayers. 


Arthur Chamberlain, Joseph Cham- 


berlain's brother, never was in favor 
of municipal ownership. He predicted 


to much criticism therefor, yet he nev- 
er wavered in his opposition to the 
later extensions of the city's municipal 
activity, making strenuous but un- 
availing efforts a few years ago to pre- 
vent the laying down of a municipal 
trolley system.

COMPANY'S SERVICE BETTER. 


Instructive Comparison of Chattanoo- 


ga's Waterworks With Atlanta's. 


A very interesting comparison of the 


municipal waterworks of Atlanta, Ga., 
and the private waterworks of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., appeared in a recent is- 
sue of the Chattanooga News. 


As the two cities are approximately 


the same size, the comparison is a very 
fair one. During 1900 the city of At- 
lanta was charged $171,740 for the wa- 
ter supplied for city purposes—hy- 
drants, flushing the sewers, public 
buildings, etc. After deducting the city 
taxes paid by the Chattanooga Water 
company the cost to the city of Chatta- 
nooga for all public uses was $3,730. 
Moreover, the Chattanooga Water com- 
pany paid §9,793 in state and county 
taxes, which of course reduced by so 
much the amount of state and county 
taxes paid by the taxpayers of Chatta- 
nooga. It is therefore fair to say that 
the city of Chattanooga got its public 
supply for nothing and received a bo- 
nus from the company of ?C,063, mak- 
ing a difference in favor of private 
service of $177,803. 


While the rates to private consumers 


in Atlanta are apparently less than 
those in Chattanooga, a careful analy- 
sis of the different rates shows that 
they are practically the same. On the 
other hand, all water served in Chatta- 
nooga is filtered, while the Atlanta 
plant is so inadequate that on several 
occasions recently-' unflltered water has 
had to be pumped into the city mains.

M. 0. BRIBERY IN ENGLAND. 


Some of the Charges Proved In the In- 


vestigation at West Ham. 


Those who believe there Is no graft 


in English municip^J,government would 
find instructive reading in the investi- 
gation that is now in progress in West 
Ham. H. E. Bond," who had the con- 
tract for furnishing coal to one of the 
borough institutions,, pleaded guilty to 
the charge of obtaining a check for 
$15,000 by false pretenses in January, 
1906, and attempting to obtain further 
moneys three mouths later.

which they were selected to administer 
such funds." These men had all been 
•ecipients of substantial bribes. One 
of the elements of profit named was 
that coal less in weight than that in- 
voiced was delivered, and the books 
of the institution were manipulated ac- 
cordingly.

HARDY FERNS. 


About Forty Species Are Suited to Out- 


door Culture. 


Among the hardy ferns are varieties 


greatly differing in size and form, from 
a hairlike creeping stem bearing a few 
simple mosslike leaves to the vigor- 
ous growing plants with large leaves, 
attaining n height of two or three feet. 
Ferns are interesting and extremely 
beautiful, especially when grown as 
specimen plants or in combination 
with other plants. The varying condi 
tions in which the different species sue 
ceed are remarkable. Many of -them 
require n warm temperature, while 
others do well in cool and &hady places. 


Of the 4,000 or more species of ferns 


not more than about forty species are 
suited to outdoor culture In ordinary 
soils and situations. These species can 
be planted in beds, borders or rocker 
ies or in the foreground of shrubbery. 
As most of them require a somewhat 
shady place, they are especially useful 
for filling in places where grasa and 
other light loving plants cannot grow. 
Perfect drainage is required. The soil 
should have leaf mold in it, or decayed 
peat or well decayed sod will answer. 


Hardy ferns are best planted in the 


spring, but they can be planted in the 
summer if the fronds or leaves are cut 
back, making it easier for the plants to 
establish themselves before the winter 
sets In. From his florist the amateur 
gardener can obtain cuttings of varie- 
ties most suitable for the soil and cli- 
mate in his vicinity. In the winter the 
ferns should be given protection, with 
a covering of leaves, hay or straw.— 
Washington Star.
